chimes, It 1s a unique show, 
The City Hall 
The Town Hall (Rat Haus) dates 


from the 1400s, 

One side of it 18 to the Platz, It 
was on this side where the writer 
saw the only tin can, roaming free, 
in all the area he visited in Ger- 
many, 

The Germans are very very

Goslar, as has been said, was a 
mining town, Inthe Harz mountains 
were to be found small amounts of 
tin, antimony, silver, lead, and gold 

‘The ancient miners dug about 200 
pounds ofgoldayear, There is still 
some, being extracted every year. 

‘That ancient gold went into the 
city safes, for safe keeping. 

Perhaps there were armed men 
who kept watch - but there was 
something else too, 

No combination locks, Such 
had not been invited, 

There were, though, iron straps 
around the safes, and padlocks, 

Four straps, and Four padlocks 
for each safe, 

Obviously each padlock had a 
key - and that was the combination 
for the City Safes, Four Burghers, 
each with a key, would lock up the 
gold, and then those same four men 
had to get together and unlock it! 


‘The Hidden Room 

A city where 200 pounds of gold 
was locked into the city safe each 
year was obviously a place where 
the roving brigands and armies of 
medieval times would find some 
interest - but the good people of 
Goslar never were bothered in that 


again found, He looked about him, 
with his ‘engineer’s eye’, and ob- 
served that the building didn’t 
‘measure up’.
